HOISTING ROPE*. 


Among all the birds of tbl* country 
tbo tmwk and parrot come the nearrat 
to using their foot like hand*. Wailing 
bird* and scratching blrda develop a 
very large foot. Hirda that are In tlie 
air most of the time have much more 
delicate feet than tlootp that are on the 
ground frequently. Tbe viiriely of bills 
is quite as astounding as that of the 
claws. The hook on the end of the bill 
almost always denotes a bird of prey. 
Flat bill* denote fly catching birds— 
kingfishers. lu-ioiis, etc. Tbe meadow 
lark that is much on tbe ground haa 
strong, stout legs, and tbe oriole, which 
is more in .the air, has slender legs. 
Tbe stiffened tail Is.not confined to 
woodpecker* anil chimney swifts, but 
the bqboHnk that clings to the long 
gross has also stiffened tail feu there to 
help support the bird upright. 


While tin longest ropes are used for 
hauling pur : ase*. some of the' most In¬ 
teresting data lu conni-tlmi with wire 
ropes are obtained with their use for 
hoisting purposes. Hundreds Of thou 
sands of lives are literally etch day 
bung by a small wire thread as the 
men are lowered Into and hoisted from 
the bowels of tf.e earth, and lu many 
cases the only means of comuiuulcatiou 
between tbe surface ami tbe under¬ 
ground workings, which ure from s 
few fret tl> a mile lu depth, Is by a 
comparatively small hoisting rope. 
Think of bauging from the end of a ca¬ 
ble only a few inches in dlumeter and 
a mile long, being hoisted ut a rate 
which is faster than that of the aver¬ 
age railroad train, and some Idea of the 
hoistiug problem can be gained. To 
the honor of the wire rope manufactur¬ 
ers it must be said tLat very tew abaft < 
accidents are due to the breaking of 
the rope,, excepting where tbe cage la 
overwound and uuwnrrnnted demands
